The annual address of Ibc mayor clccl 


was delivered yeslerday to Ibo new City 
Couucil, and published iu these columns, 10 
that all those who were denied [he privilege 
of hearing it can read and pouder well Us 
auggeslioua at their leisure. The address 
_* a whole is a well written aiul carefully 
prepared document,t*ud deserves more thau 
a passing notice. .The doings of our cily 
Government for the past year are carefully 
reviewed and the principal events which 
have transpired within the twelve mouths 
»re duly recorded. 
Gut the subjects which 


particularly demand attention ate thu sug- 
gestions for the coming jear. 


Two enterpiises in the Hue of public 


improvements, and ta.our mind of vast im- 
portance to the future growth and prosper- 
ity of our city, are urged iu this address. 
Tbe first, the subject ot'introducing a _up- 
ply of pure water into the city, is of suf- 
ficient Importance to demand the attention 
of every citizen who has the good of the 
community at heart. 
We know that this 


project is looked upon by many as chimer 
ical, and that they consider its success 
Lopeless, but if they would take into con- 
sideration the inestimable blessings which 
would flow from such an enterprise com- 
pleted, there could b_ no doubt of its suc- 
cess. 
Waal the estimated cost of bringing 


an abundant supply of pure water to the 
city will be we shall soon know, as Mr. 
Bishop, in whoso hands the preliminary 
examinations and surveys were placed, will 
be ready ts> report in one week. 
After that 


report is made we hope to be able to enter 
more fully into the discussion of the mailer. 


The other subject upon which the mayor 


dwelt at some length is one of which our 
readers have all heard before, namely, the 
widening of Thames street, or the laying out 
of another street nearer the harbor to be 
known as Water street. We do not ospeet to 
see either of these projects carried lo a sue 
cessful conclusion at present, butwe trust 
that the time will come when our citizens 
will not think that because their lathers, 
grandfallwrs and all the rest of their ances- 
tors back to the first generation, did busi- 
ness In a certain style and iu a certain 
amount ot space, they must follow suit. 
The narrow lane we call Thames street 
may have been all sufficient for the demands 
of business iu those good old days when 
no business was done, and nobody thought 
of coming to Newport without making his 
will before Binning. 
But the aspect of 


things is changed now and the trade and 
imporlance of our city demaud more room 
for the transaction of its business. 


Olher matters of interest are referred to 


which our CUty Council will do well to give 
an early consideration, such as the provid- 
ing a large map of the city with the bound- 
aries of estates and improvements recently 
made, carefully marked out. 
Such a map 


would prove an invaluable assistant to those 
having property to sell or those wishing to 
purchase. The necessity of inforcing the laws 
for tho protection of passengers from hack 
drivers, and expressmen cannot be denied. 
Not a day passes but this law is evaded in 
every particular and travellers are harrassed 
In a way which is disgraceful tp our city.
